l/)adon, >May 12.—A. British column,

Fifty, miles south of Vry- 


burg, at. Taungs, is General Hunter's 
main body, moving slowly and con- 
tending with considerable forces. The 
pick of his mounted men are the 3,000 
who are going -without wheeled trans- 
port and at a rate that may possibly 
bring relief to Mafeklng on Monday or 
Tuesday 'nest. . 


Lord Roberts continues his march 


toward Kroonstad, 20 miles distant 
and by this time he must know 
whether the Boers intend to fight 
there. Mr. Churchill says there were 
only 2,000 Boers who opposed the Brit- 
ish at JZand river. Another estimate 
is that 6,000 Boers, with six guns, made 
a tsar guard action, while many other 
thousands, with convoys, retired with- 
out firing a shot.
